and wherein the video server output signals themselves are encrypted by a second encryption 
technique, wherein each of the remote computers decrypts via the second encryption technique 
and transforms the downloaded video server output signal into a display signal suitable for 
viewing on a display device associated with that remote computer, and wherein a representation 
of the source video signal at the initiating computer is viewable on each of the plurality of 
remote computers. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of 
record. Dependent claims 22-31, 33-39 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent 
claims.
